WASHINGTON (AP) - 


Agriculture Secretary Earl Butz 
and other American food experts 
made it clear Wednesday that 
the days of massive U.S. food 
programs overseas are over and 
that poor nations must do more 
to feed themselves. 


"We cannot afford to feed the 


world, nor should we," Butz said 
at a meeting preparing for a 
world food conference in Rome 
in November. 


In off-the-cuff remarks the 


secretary said the American peo-

pie "have made a commitment 
not to let anyone starve." 


That commitment will be up- 


held, he said, but there is no way 
in the face of expanding world 
populations and domestic 
budgetary pressures that the 
United States can run an inter- 
national welfare 
program 


without end. 


His solution and one put forth 


by other officials to the meeting 
of delegates from non- 
governmental food organizations 
is a major increase in 


agricultural production by the 
poor nations themselves. 


John Hannah, former director 


of the U.S. Agency for Inter- 
national Development and an of- 
ficial of the upcoming food con- 
ference, said "it is clear that at 
present population growth rates 
world food production will have 
to double by the end of the cen- 
tury just to maintain the present 
inadequate level of diet."

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Helicopters To Avoid 
Frightened Ranchers

Worried that frightened farmers and ranchers 


might take potshots at them, Army National Guard 
helicopter pilots have been ordered to fly higher 
than normal. 


Helicopter sightings have been reported in con- 


nection with a few cattle mutilations in the state 
and farmers and ranchers have banded together in 
some areas to mount night vigils. 


Maj. James Sweetman said Guard helicopters 


usually operate at a height of 500 feet, but that 
pilots have been ordered to fly at 1,000 feet or 
higher. 


A commercial helicopter pilot checking a 


power line near Grand Island took two bullets 
through the canopy of his craft about two weeks 
ago, Sweetman said. 


12 Commercial 


The Guard operates about 31 helicopters in the 


state. Only 12 commercial helicopters are 
registered in Nebraska. 


Capt. Leonard Krenk said however, it is not 


always possible for Guard pilots to avoid low-level 
flights. 


Guard pilots were forced to make four 


emergency landings last year. Pilots must also 
make instrument approaches to the Lincoln airport 
to comply with federal regulations, he said. 


When making instrument approaches a pilot is 


under control of the airport tower, Krenk said. 


Emergency Flights 


He said the Guard helicopters also make 


emergency flights in some cases to bring infants to 
the neo-natal unit at St. Elizabeth Hospital in Lin- 
coln. 


The Guard has also picked up heart attack vic- 


tims, including farmers, and taken them to 
hospitals, Krenk said. 


Instead of shooting at helicopters, the Guard 


asks farmers and ranchers to attempt to identify 
craft they believe are behaving suspiciously. 


Registration Numbers 


Krenk said commercial helicopters have a 


registration number under the nose of the aircraft. 
Army helicopters have a number under the tail. 


When they land, helicopters also leave distinc- 


tive skid marks which could help identify the craft, 
Krenk said. 


Maj. Sweetman also forestalled any suspicions 


that Guardsmen might be involved in the so*alled 
mutilations, which many authorities attribute to 
wildlife predators. 


Sweetman said crews of Guard helicopters are 


rotated frequently, with a different mixes each 
time. He said supervision of the helicopters has 
tightened considerably since a young man took one 
and landed on the White House lawn.

Venezuela To Hike Oil Tax 


Caracas (UPI) — Venezuela 


has apparently dropped plans to 
increase its oil prices but will hit 
U.S. and other foreign oil com- 
panies with bigger income taxes, 
government sources said 
Wednesday. 


The South American oil giant, 


which supplies a third of U.S. oil 
imports, now charges oil com- 
panies a flat 60% income tax. 


This tax, in turn, is based on 


artificially high, government-set 
oil export prices which now 
average $14.43 a barrel. 


Venezuela expects to earn in 


the area of $10 billion in oil in- 
come this year, a sum that is tri- 
ple last year's revenue thanks to 
major increases in world oil 
prices.

"The only practical solution is

political decisions that would 
raise food production. 


He said the "cheap food 


policy" followed by many 
nations will lead to disaster 
because it penalizes farmers by 
not paying them adequately. 


He said all nations should copy 


the American free market 
system that provides financial 
incentives to individual farmers 
to increase production. 


Butz and Hannah also called 


on the less developed nations to 
develop a realistic reserve 
system rather than depend on 
the United States to expand its 
surplus food supplies. 


Both men indicated that the 


days of massive American sur- 
pluses are over. 


In the beginning of the 


American food aid program, 
they explained, the food 
giveaway was simply a device to 
dispose of produce. In other 
words, it was cheaper to give it 
away than to store. 


Questions from the delegates 


indicated doubt that the 
American solutions will be 
accepted by the less developed 
nations attending the Rome con- 
ference. Several questioners 
suggested that Americans and 
other citizens of developed 
nations squander their food 
resources and should reduce de- 
mand in order to free more 
resources for the rest of the 
world. 
Pipelines 
Pumping 
Less Oil 


Beirut — Pumping in the two 


pipelines that carry Saudi and 
Iraqi crude oil to the Lebanese 
Mediterranean coast has 
dropped in the past seven weeks 
to about 40% of the total capaci- 
ty of the pipes, oil sources have 
disclosed. 


They said that only about 160,- 


000 barrels are being pumped 
daily in the 1,000-mile trans- 
Arabia pipeline that links the 
Saudi oilfields in Dharan with 
Sidon on the Lebanese southern 
coast. The pipeline, owned by 
the U.S. Aramco Co., has a 
capacity of half a million barrels 
per day. 


The 550-mile Iraqi pipeline, 


which carries crude from Kirkuk 
in northern Iraq to the Lebanese 
northern sea terminal of Tripoli, 
is currently being operated at 
only 400.000 barrels a day. The 
pipeline's daily capacity is 1.1 
million barrels. 


Oil industry sources have said 


the drop was due to lower tanker 
rates that made it more 
economical to load at the Saudi 
and Iraqi sea terminals.

Washington — The former 


Democratic national chairman, 
Lawrence F. O'Brien, said Wednesday 
he believes Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, 
D-Mass., should not run for president 
in 1976. 


A longtime Kennedy family friend 


and adviser. O'Brien said he feared 
that the Massachusetts senator could 
be the target of possible assassination 
attempts if he should seek the office. 


O'Brien noted the assassinations of 


President John F. Kennedy and Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy, D-N.Y. 


It was because "of my personal 


feeling, my longtime friendship and 
association with the family and 
memory of what happened in Dallas 
and Los Angeles," O'Brien said, that 
led to his position on a Kennedy can- 
didacy in 1976. 


O'Brien also said he thought former 


President Nixon should be prosecuted 
for charges connected with the 
Watergate scandals but should not go 
to jail if found guilty. He said that 
Nixon's forced resignation was punish- 
ment enough and that President-Ford 


should exercise his powers of pardon 
if Nixon were convicted. 


The Chappaquiddick incident in 


1969. O'Brien said, was not a factor in 
his feeling concerning Kennedy, He 
added that Kennedy could handle the 
Chappaquiddick issue, and would be 
"willing to restate the facts on Chap- 
paquiddick." 


O'Brien said he did not have the 


"slightest idea what Kennedy is going 
to do," adding that "his decision may 
not be forthcoming for a year or 
more."

Lack Of Cause 


The State Personnel Board ruled that Dr. 


Anderson had fired McDermott without sufficient 
cause and ordered him reinstated at his existing 
pay and classification level.

sonnel Board can force Dr. Anderson to reinstate 
McDermott. 


Anderson said he has "guaranteed" the new 


director, James Nyman, tenure and said be sees 
"no basis for discontinuing him." He said sufficient

McDermott said Anderson has offered him an 


unspecified job at the Norfolk Regional Center at a 
$1,000 annual cut in salary. 


Rejected Offers 


He rejected that offer and one made on Aug. 28 


by the State Personnel Director William C. Peters 
which involved an unspecified position at another 
agency at his $15,000 annual salary. 


McDermott said it was "a difficult decision," 


but he said to accept the offers would be tan- 
tamount to "turning his back" on 3,400 blind peo- 
ple in the state 


Marti noted that McDermott had been the 


division's director since 1969 and has worked with 
the blind for the past 10 years. Marti said, "This is 
the field where he's qualified. This is his exper- 
tise." 


Prior to McDermott's dismissal, Anderson had 


already selected a successor, Nyman, who belongs 
to the National Federation of the Blind. The 
federation has approximately 100 members in 
Nebraska and has sought a blind person to serve as 
the division's director; Nyman is blind. 


Have Tft Go To Cwrt 


Marti said Peters, in effect, told him that if 


McDermott wants his job back, he will have to go 
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through the courts to get it Peters also has in- 
formed McDermott that his old classification has 
been "upgraded" to rerquire more education 
which, in other words, fits Nyman's background 
and rules out McDermott 


"Obviously, this was an attempt to rule ine 


out and keep Nyman in," McDermott said. 


McDermott drawing a parallel to ex-president 


Nixon's aides, said Anderson is apparently one of 
those appointees who only obeys the laws, in this 
case the state personnel code, when it's to their 
benefit

Bu t Wed nesd ay McDermott said there is no 
ev id ence that Institu tions Director Jack And erson 
intend s to giv e him back his job as d irector of 
rehabilitation serv ices for the v isu ally impaired . 
M cDerm ott and Dou g M arti, Nebraska 
Association of Pu blic Employ es (NAPE) attorney , 
told reporters they will ask Gov . J. James Ex on to 
interced e and gain McDermott’s reinstatement. 


If that fails, they said the case will be pu rsu ed 
in state or fed eral cou rt. 
Lack Of Cau se 
The State Personnel Board ru led that Dr. 
And erson had fired McDermott withou t su fficient 
cau se and ord ered him reinstated at his ex isting 
pay and classification lev el. 
Howev er, Marti said there is no way the Per­ 
sonnel Board can force Dr. And erson to reinstate 
McDermott. 
And erson said he has “gu aranteed ” the new 
d irector, James Ny man, tenu re and said he sees 
“no basis for d iscontinu ing him.” He said su fficient 


v acant positions ex ist within the d epartment for 
McDermott to fill. 
McDermott said And erson has offered him an 
u nspecified job at the Norfolk Regional Center at a 
$1,(K)0 annu al cu t in salary . 
Rejected Offers 
He rejected that offer and one mad e on Au g. 28 
by the State Personnel Director William C. Peters 
which inv olv ed an u nspecified position at another 
agency at his $15 ,000 annu al salary . 
McDermott said it was “a d ifficu lt d ecision,” 
bu t he said to accept the offers wou ld be tan­ 
tamou nt to “tu rning his back” on 3,400 blind peo­ 
ple in the state. 
Marti noted that McDermott had been the 
d iv ision’s d irector since 1969 and has worked with 
the blind for the past 10 y ears. Marti said , “This is 
the field where he’s q u alified . This is his ex per­ 
tise.” 
Prior to McDermott’s d ismissal, And erson had 
alread y selected a su ccessor, Ny man, who belongs 
to the National Fed eration of the Blind . The 
fed eration has approx imately 100 members in 
Nebraska and has sou ght a blind person to serv e as 
the d iv ision’s d irector; Ny man is blind . 
Hav e To Go To Co urt 
Marti said Peters, in effect, told him that if 
McDermott wants his job back, he will hav e to go 


throu gh the cou rts to get it. Peters also has in­ 
formed McDermott that his old classification has 
been “u pgrad ed ” to rerq u ire more ed u cation 
which, in other word s, fits Ny man’s backgrou nd 
and ru les ou t McDermott. 
“Obv iou sly , this was an attempt to ru le me 
ou t, and keep Ny man in,” McDermott said . 
McDermott, d rawing a parallel to ex -presid ent 
Nix on’s aid es, said And erson is apparently one of 
those appointees who only obey s the laws, in this 
case the state personnel cod e, when it’s to their 
benefit.

Ford; "in his fourth week as 


president, named Republican 
National-Chairman George Bush 
as chief of.the U.S. Mission to 
China and <&id he wanted GOP 
co-chairman-Mary Louise Smith 
to become! *the party's first 
woman chief. 


He also disclosed that Kenneth 


Rush, a holdover economic ad- 
viser from the Nixon administra- 
tion, was being nominated as 
U.S. ambassador to France, and 
announced the selection of 
former Sen. John Sherman 
Cooper as first U.S. ambassador 
to East Germany. 


After disclosing Ford's move 


to place his imprint on 
diplomatic and political 
hierarchy, press secretary Jerald 
F. terHorst confirmed the Presi- 
dent was considering returning 
Haig, a four-star general in the 
Army, to active military duty. 


Haig, who succeeded H. R. 


Haldeman as Nixon's staff chief 
in May 1973, wants to return to 
the military and has discussed 
with Ford several possible 
assignments, terHorst said. 


One option under considera- 


tion, terHorsf said in response to 
questions, is supreme allied 
commander of NATO in Europe. 
But there •were reports some 


Western European governments 
were indicating opposition to 
such a move because Haig 
served in the White House as 
Nixon fought the Watergate 
scandal. 


TerHorst would not rule out 


the possi Jility that Ford was 
considering Haig to succeed 
Gen. Creighton Abrams, Army 
chief of staff who died early 
Wednesday. But Pentagon 
sources said such an appoint- 
ment appeare 1 unlikely. 


Until Ford ^nd Hair make a 


decision, terHorst said Haig 
would remain as White House 
chief of staff. Several of Ford's 
transition advisers have urged 
that the responsibilities of the 
White House staff chief be 
trimmed in a restructuring of 
the presidential staff. Under 
Nixon, Haig had become the 
dominant presidential adviser, 
as was his predecessor,

The appointment of Bush, a

The Census Bureau report 


showed household income in- 
creased by 8.4 per cent in total 
dollars, but only 2.1 per cent in 
purchasing power due to erosion 
by inflation. 


The percentage increases were 


the same as reported by Census 
in July for family income, which 
rose to a median of $12,051 last 
year. 


Family income excludes un- 


related members of a household. 
Household income counts 
everyone, whether related or 
not. 


Family income also excludes 


persons living alone, although 
they are considered a household. 


Thus, there were 55 million 
families in the United States last 
year and nearly" 70 million 
households. 


In 1972, the 68 million 


households in the nation had a 
median income of $9,698, 
meaning half of the households 
had an income above the median 
and half below it. 


The Census figures showed 


that the highest everage incomes 
were for households in nonfarm 
areas and those headed by a 
white man between 45 and 54 
vears old.

Along the way, he developed a 
philosophical bent that he 
masked behind a rough hewn 
exterior and a blunt manner. 
In 1967, Abrams became depu­ 
ty to Gen. William C. West­ 
moreland in Saigon, and 
succeeded Westmoreland as U.S. 
commander there a year later. 
Abrams supervised a gradual 
withdrawal of U.S. troops while 
working to prepare the South 
Vietnamese to assume the 
battlefield load. 
Handing the withdrawal job to 
Weyand in mid-1972, Abrams 
returned to the Pentagon as 
Army chief of staff and opened 
his campaign to revive the Ar­ 
my’s pride and purpose. 
Sometimes bruising egos, he 
carved down the preserves of 
some of his fellow generals. He 
leaned on commanders 
everywhere to trim the support 
fat from their troop units and 
convert it into fighting muscle. 
He opened an offensive on paper 
shuffling. 
Abrams stimulated skeptical 
subordinates to make the 
Volunteer Army work and, as his 
38-year military career neared 
an end, the goal of an all 
volunteer force had been nearly 
achieved.

Democrat Hess Dyas in the First

didates but to the Republicans as well. 


Because we perceive, as does Ziebarth, 


that there are a large number of voters 
across Nebraska who thus far have not 
made up their minds about who they want 
to send to Congress. 


Watergate — and former President

TORONTO, Canada — Anyone who thinks that the Ford- 


Rockefeller administration will return the Republican Party to 
its old Northeastern Establishment orientation ought to take a 
comparative look at shifts occurring hi Canadian politics over 
the last decade. 


On both sides of the border, the nature of conservatism has 


undergone a major change, and many of the changes in the con- 
stituency of the Republican Party are paralleled by the up- 
heavals in the constituency of Canada's Progressive Conser- 
vative Party. Even though the two parties are under a very real 
sociological strain, I doubt that the clock can be turned back. 


Let me begin (in the best conservative style) by recalling the 


old days. Back in the 1930's, Canada and the United States both 
launched new political eras by toppling conservative regimes 
tarred with the brush of economic depression, and the incoming 
regimes — New Deal Democratic in the U.S., Liberal in Canada 
— each drew heavily on the less affluent segment of the elec- 
torate. 


Conversely, if we look at the situation 40 years ago, the 


defeated Tory minority in Canada's parliament represented the 
genteel, tradition-oriented constituencies: good residential dis- 
tricts and best suburbs of Toronto, Windsor and York, 
prosperous rural Ontario farmlands and kindred districts 
(ridings) in the Maritime Provinces with appropriate names like 
Royal and Victoria-Carleton. 


The rest of Canada — French Quebec, the West, the Plains, 


Newfoundland — was generally Liberal. In the United States, 
meanwhile, the mid-depression Republican congressional 
minority was heavily concentrated in the best residential and 
suburban districts of Boston, New York, Philadelphia, 
Cleveland and Chicago, as well as prosperous Yankee-settled 
rural areas from 'New England to the Great Lakes. Beyond these 
districts, the West and South were strongly Democratic.

But in the last decade, the U.S. RepiMcan and Canadian 


Progressive Conservative parties have turned this pattern on its 
ear. The critical upheaval came in the general election of 1963 
and 1964, when the Conservatives and Republicans hoisted anti- 
establishment colors under the leadership of Prime Minister 
John Diefenbaker, a westerner from Saskatchewan, and Senator 
Barry GoWwater of Arizona.

And conservatism has become the anti- 
estabiishnient, prospering in poor rural districts and smoldering 
in ranch and natural-resource areas that feel excluded from 
power by grey-flannel liberal decision-makers.

In response to these perceived 


dangers, what is President Ford 
doing? 


He has retained a group of 


economic advisers who com- 
mand no confidence and deserve 
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none. Nothing would so become 
them as their retirement from 
public office. 


Secondly the President has 


called an economic summit con- 
ference, but his actions prove 
that his attitude toward it is am- 
biguous. Implicit in the calling of 
such a conference is the admis- 
sion that the administration's 
own stock of ideas is inadequate 


Yet, before the conference 


even convenes, Ford has ruled 
out mandatory wage and price 
controls. Such controls are the 
indispensable foundation of any 
national economic plan. They 
are the essential first step if the 
government is to halt the infla- 
tion and at the same time obtain 
the necessary flexibility to pre- 
vent a really bad recession. 


The housing industry, for 


example, is in desperate straits 
because of high interest rates. A 
reduction of interest rates sharp 
enough to do the housing in- 
dustry any good would intensify 
the inflation. Only if the govern- 
ment is actively restraining infla- 
tion through wage and price con- 
trols can it provide the selective 
relief to the housing industry 
and other weak sectors, thereby 
avoiding more bankruptcies and 
more unemployment.

It is said that this is not a good 


time to impose such controls 
because inflation has already in- 
troduced many inequities that 
have to be ironed out. But there 
is never an ideal time. Inequities 
and exceptions can be coped 
with during a freeze. It is said 
that controls are not a panacea. 
Indeed, they are not. They are 
only one part of what has to be a 
comprehensive and complex ap- 
proach. 


Presidential jawboning cannot 


restrain a serious inflation. The 
unions will not abide by volun- 
tary wage guidelines in the 
absence of strict price controls. 
Labor would have to accept con- 
trols, however, if they were part 
of a broader economic package 
involving taxes, interest rates 
and budget policy that com- 
mended itself to the nation's 
sense of fairness. 


Only Ford can negotiate such 


a package, only he can provide 
the assurances of firmness and 
fairness that all elements in the 
society deserve and demand. 
Balancing the federal budget is 
not a sufficient answer. It is a 
whole economy that needs to be 
balanced. The nation awaits the 
President's leadership, and little 
time remains before the worst 
may begin to happen.

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Inherited Diplomats 


BRUSSELS — President Ford 


has not had time to look over the 
United States ambassadors he 
inherited from the Nixon ad- 
ministration in Europe, but a 
strong case could probably be 
made for reappraisal and 
change. 


The diplomatic problem in 


this part of the world is only one 
of the many hangovers of 
Watergate. Not in all cases but in 
many, ambassadorships 
were 


bartered for campaign con- 
tributions, and for months 
during the Watergate crisis, 
decisions on appointing or 
replacing ambassadors were 
long delayed. 


For example, the Moscow post 


was vacant for many months 
during a critical period in U.S.- 
Sonet relations. Also, Walter 
Annenberg, the U.S. ambassador 
in London, has been asking for a 
replacement now ever since the 
beginning of this year, but no 
decision has been made, though 
Britain is now going through the 
most acute economic crisis since 
the war. 


Of the 20 U.S. diplomatic mis- 


sions in the West, including 
Canada, 15 are beaded by Nixon 
political appointees and five are 
professional foreign service of- 
ficers. All seven of the 
diplomatic posts in the com- 
munist countries of the Soviet 
Union and Eastern Europe are 
filled by career officers.

The United States is well 


represented in some of these 
missions. It has effective 
political ambassadors at NATO, 
Donald Rumsfeld, a former 
Illinois congressman, and in 
Dublin, John D. J. Moore of 
New Jersey. And it has strong 
professionals in West Germany, 
Martin HillenbraDd; in Turkey, 
William Macomber; and in

Secretary of State Kissinger 


has been aware of this problem 
for some time, but under Presi- 
dent Nixon lie was not able to 
make aB tbe changes be wanted, 
either ia the State Department 
or in the embassies.

After Sen. J. William 


Fulbright was defeated this 
summer in tbe Arkansas primary 
election, Kissinger talked to tarn 


about taking a diplomatic post. 
This idea is now likely to be 
raised again before Fulbright 
comes to the end of his term at 
the turn of the year. 


Much will depend in the 


diplomatic field as in other 
fields, however, on whether 
President Ford decides that he 
wants to give the impression of 
continuity or change. He has 
already improved the tone of his 
administration by his own open 
friendliness, but he asked all 
cabinet officers to stay at their 
posts at least for the time being. 


The men who planned the 


transition for Ford, including 
Ambassador Rumsfeld here, 
urged more and faster change, 
both in Washington and in the 
embassies. 


Even one member of the 


cabinet, though he wanted to 
stay on his job, felt that it was in 
Ford's and the country's best in- 
terests to sweep out the entire 
Nixon cabinet except Kissinger, 
so as to have his own men and 
give the impression of a new 
beginning. 


Ford may of course make 


many changes before toe elec- 
tion or the start of the new year. 
He wanted to avoid calling for 
everybody's resignation, as 
Nixon did at the end of his first 
term — a move much criticized 
at the tone — but the new 
President's freedom of action 
will undoubtedly decline if he 
waits too long. 


He is in an ideal position to 


put his own teams in place both 
at home and abroad. Outstan- 
ding men and women who did 
not want to join the Nixon ad- 
ministration during the 
Watergate crisis are available to 
Ford now. 


In fact it is hard to imagine 


anybody of either party who 
would not respond to his call for 
help. Also, unlike Nixon, he has 
no promises to keep, no big 
political contributors to reward 
with cabinet posts or embassies. 


Obviously, changing things 


now would add a great deal to 
Ford's burdens. "The easy 
way," as Nixon used to say, is to 
go on as before, counting on men 
who already know their way 
around. But in the embassies in 
Europe and in some cabinet 
posts, this may not be the best 
way. 


Chancellor Schmidt of West 


Germany was making a point in 
Bonn the other day that the in- 
dustrial nations had to work out 
their inflation problems together 
and do so urgently, and he 
emphasized that this would 
require day-to-day consultation. 


In recent years, the level of 


consultation with the am- 
bassadors in Washington, Lon- 
don, Paris, Moscow and Tokyo 
has declined.

Altho ugh fo rcing Republican incumbents 
to v o te o n Nix o n’s impeachment might 
hav e helped Demo cratic candidates; at 
least in the First and Seco nd Districts. 
But the po o r reco rd o f a Republican 
administratio n in fighting a v irulent infla­ 
tio n and its mismanagement o f agriculture 
are impo rtant issues. If they are willing to 
stick to such issues and are pro perly 
prepared, we think Demo cratic candidates 
can mo unt appealing attacks against any 
d efen se m ade in behalf o f the ad­ 
ministratio n’s reco rd. 


Fo r the Republican candidates’ part, 
they can’t permit themselv es the lux ury o f 
sitting back silently o n their o wn reco rds 
and ex pect traditio nal v o ting patterns to 
keep the all-GOP co ngressio nal delegatio n 
intact. Vo ters wearing either party label 
will ex pect straightfo rward talk o n the 
pro blems o f the eco no my fro m them, to o . 


This is an electio n y ear when v o ters 
are mo re than ev er apprehensiv e abo ut the 
future and any meaningless talk abo ut 
peripheral issues o r a co ntinuatio n o f two - 
bit slaps at wo men in po litics o r peo ple o f 
educatio nal attainment will hav e negativ e 
results.

On bo th sides o f the bo rder, the nature o f co nserv atism has 
undergo ne a majo r change, and many o f the changes in the co n­ 
stituency o f the Republican Party are paralleled by the up­ 
heav als in the co nstituency o f Canada’s Pro gressiv e Co nser­ 
v ativ e Party . Ev en tho ugh the two parties are under a v ery real 
so cio lo gical strain, I do ubt that the clo ck can be turned back. 


Let me begin (in the best co n serv ativ e sty le) by recallin g the 
o ld d ay s. Back in the 19 30’s, Can ad a an d the Un ited States bo th 
lau n ched n ew p o litical eras by to p p lin g co n serv ativ e regimes 
tarred with the bru sh o f eco n o mic d ep ressio n , an d the in co min g 
regimes — New Deal Demo cratic in the U.S., Liberal in Can ad a 
— each d rew heav ily o n the less afflu en t segmen t o f the elec­ 
to rate. 
Co n v ersely , if we lo o k at the situ atio n 40 y ears ago , the 
d efeated To ry min o rity in Can ad a’s p arliamen t rep resen ted the 
gen teel, trad itio n -o rien ted co n stitu en cies: go o d resid en tial d is­ 
tricts an d best su bu rbs o f To ro n to , Win d so r an d Yo rk , 
p ro sp ero u s ru ral On tario farmlan d s an d k in d red d istricts 
(rid in gs) in the Maritime Pro v in ces with ap p ro p riate n ames lik e 
Ro y al an d Victo ria-Carleto n . 
The rest o f Can ad a — Fren ch Qu ebec, the West, the Plain s, 
Newfo u n d lan d — was gen erally Liberal. In the Un ited States, 
mean while, 
the mid -d ep ressio n Rep u blican co n gressio n al 
min o rity was heav ily co n cen trated in the best resid en tial an d 
su bu rban d istricts o f Bo sto n , New Yo rk , Philad elp hia, 
Clev elan d an d Chicago , as well as p ro sp ero u s Yan k ee-settled 
ru ral areas fro m New En glan d to the Great Lak es. Bey o n d these 
d istricts, the West an d So u th were stro n gly Demo cratic.

But in the last decade, the U.S. Republican and Canadian 
Pro gressiv e Co nserv ativ e parties hav e turned this pattern o n its 
ear. The critical upheav al came in the general electio n o f 19 63 
and 1 964 , when the Co nserv ativ es and Republicans ho isted anti­ 
establishment co lo rs under the leadership o f Prime Minister 
Jo hn Diefenbaker, a westerner fro m Saskatchewan, and Senato r 
Barry Go ldwater o f Arizo na. Bo th men saw their parties ro uted 
in their traditio nal genteel stro ngho lds. 
Since then, the same basic cleav ages hav e prev ailed. Canada’s 
To ries win mo st o f their parliamentary seats in the po o r rural 
and small to wn Maritime Pro v inces (No v a Sco tia, Prince 
Edward Island and New Brunswick), rural Ontario and the 
v ehemently Co nserv ativ e, anti establishment Prairie Pro v inces 
and West (Alberta, Saskatchewan, Manito ba and British Co lum­ 
bia). 


Meanwhile, in the U.S., in 1 968 and 1 97 2, the So uth and the 
West chalked up the best Republican presidential percentages, 
and New England, o nce the GOP cradle, turned in the highest 
regio nal Demo cratic suppo rt fo r the third Presidential electio n 
in a ro w. 
In a nutshell, the ro les o f the parties hav e at least partially 
rev ersed. Liberalism has beco me the Establishment, firmly 
ensco nced in midto wn Manhattan and do wnto wn To ro nto (o r 
Prime Minister Ellio tt Trudeau’s o wn affluent Mo unt Ro y al dis­ 
trict o f Mo ntreal). And co nserv atism has beco me the anti­ 
establishment, pro spering in po o r rural districts and smo ldering 
in ranch and naturai-reso urce areas that feel ex cluded fro m 
po wer by grey -flannel liberal decisio n-makers.

I think that this analo gy is useful because it suggests that 
basic so cio -eco no mic fo rces are at wo rk changing natio nal 
po litical alignments o n bo th sides o f the bo rder. And as far as 
U.S. po litics go es, it may be that the Republican Party canno t 
successfully ado pt the So uthern-Western co nstituency that 
analy st Walter Dean Burnham has labeled the “ Bry anite- 
co lo nial ax is” o f American po litics. But at the same time, it is 
impo ssible fo r the new Republican administratio n (o r fo r a 
changed Canadian To ry regime) to return the party to its o ld 
pro -establishment ro le. To o much po litical water has go ne o v er 
the dam.

QUESTION: - "Since 


retiring, my husband, 71, has 
become a night person. He 
sleeps till noon and wants 
breakfast in bed. He stays in his 
pajamas until about six in the 
evening when he dresses and 
walks a mile to a bar where he 
has some drinks with friends. He 
comes home about nine when 
I'm ready for bed. Then he 
spends the night by himself 
reading, watching television, or 
puttering in his basement 
workshop.

By 68-27%, Americans are op- 


Posed to giving government at 
any level "authority to wiretap 
or use other kinds of electronic 
surveillance to gather evidence 
against citizens suspected of 
criminal activity" without a 
specific court order granting per- 
mission. However, if such 
authorization were granted, then 
by 63-28%, the public would con- 
done wiretapping of criminal 
suspects. 


Behind the caution lines a 


deep-seated public conviction 
that governmental use of elec- 
tronic wiretapping and similar 
investigative methods has gotten 
out of hand. The Watergate dis- 
closures left an indelible impres- 
sion on American public opinion 
that extreme care must be taken 
in the future against invasion of 
privacy. 


As a consequence, sizable 


majorities of the public feel that 
the following individual rights 
should be transgressed only with 
specific judicial authorization. 


-By 81-13%, Americans 


believe overwhelmingly in the 
right "not to have one's phone 
conversations tapped for any 
reason, except with a court 
order." 


—By 77-14%, they assert the 


right "not to have one's mail 
opened by the government, 
except with a court order." 


-By 80-12%, they claim the 


right "not to be spied on by any 
kind of electronic surveillance, 
except with a court order." 
- -By 80-12%, they support the 
right "not to have records of 
long distance phone calls given 
put by the telephone company, 
except by an order from a 
court." Some months back, 
telephone- companies did an- 
nounce adoption of just such a 
policy, after previously handing 
over such re ords on request 
from government prosecutors. 


—By 66-20%, they are ready to 


"sue the FBI if it publicly 
releases transcripts of 
wiretapped conversations." 


The extent to which the public 


has felt threatened by sur- 
veillance can be found in the 
belief by 44% of all adults that 
personal information about 
themselves is being kept in files 
somewhere "for purposes not 
known to me." And 23% of the 
public reported feeling "per- 
sonally threatened" by having 
such information about them on 
file. 


Solid majorities of the public 


would oppose attempts by law 
enforcement authorities to ex- 
tend surveillance activities in the 
name of "stability and order," 
.Recently, the Harris Survey 
asked a cross section of 1,495 
households:

By 68-27%, Americans are op­ 
posed to giving government at 
any level ‘ authority to wiretap 
or use other kinds of electronic 
surveillance to gather evidence 
against citizens suspected of 
criminal activity” without a 
specific court order granting per­ 
mission. However, if such 
authorization were granted, then 
by 63-28%, the public would con­ 
done wiretapping of criminal 
suspects. 
Behind the caution lines a 
deep-seated public conviction 
that governmental use of elec­ 
tronic wiretapping and similar 
investigative methods has gotten 
out of hand. The Watergate dis­ 
closures left an indelible impres­ 
sion on American public opinion 
that extreme care must be taken 
in the future against invasion of 
privacy. 
As a consequence, sizable 
majorities of the public feel that 
the following individual rights 
should be transgressed only with 
specific judicial authorization. 
—By 81 -13%, Americans 
believe overwhelmingly in the 
right "not to have one’s phone 
conversations tapped for any 
reason, except with a court 
order.” 
—By 77-14%, they assert the 
right "not to have one’s mail 
opened by the government, 
except with a court order.” 
—By 80-12%, they claim the 
right "not to be spied on by any 
kind of electronic surveillance, 
except with a court order.” 
—By 80-12%, they support the 
right “not to have records of 
long distance phone calls given 
out by the telephone company, 
except by an order from a 
court.” Some months back, 
telephone» companies did an­ 
nounce adoption of just such a 
policy, after previously handing 
over such re ords on request 
from government prosecutors. 
—By 66-20 , they are ready to 
“ sue the FBI if it publicly 
releases transcripts of 
wiretapped conversations.” 
The extent to which the public 
has felt threatened by sur­ 
veillance can be found in the 
belief by 44 % of all adults that 
personal information about 
themselves is being kept in files 
somewhere “ for purposes not 
known to me.” And 23% of the 
public reported feeling "per­ 
sonally threatened” by having 
such information about them on 
file. 
Solid majorities of the public 
would oppose attempts by law 
enforcement authorities to ex­ 
tend surveillance activities in the 
name of "stability and order.” 
Recently, the Harris Survey 
asked a cross section of 1,495 
households:

Editor's Note: Beciuse of possible 


embarassment to her husband, the 
Lincoln mother interviewed for this 
article prefers to remain anonymous. 


Four years ago, a not-quite 15-year- 


old Lincoln girl called a meeting and 
invited her high school teachers, 
counselors, principal and mother. 
There she announced, "I don't want to 
shock you or hurt you, but I think I 
have lesbian tendencies." 


The mother almost fainted. 
Since that day, this Lincoln mother 


has overcome her initial "utter dis- 
belief,'' followed by "nausea," and 
now understands and accepts of her 
daughter's choice of life style. Four 
years later she can proudly say, "She's 
the joy of my life." 


However there was a period of soul 


searching, of asking "What did I do 
wrong? Is there something I should 


'Mother, I think I Have Lesbian Tendencies' 


have done?" 


But the more she relived the past, 


the more she looked for self-blame, 
the more convinced she became that 
"I hadn't done anything." 


It was during this initial, very dif- 


ficult period that the daughter, who 
had always been close to her mother, 
withdrew and became wrapped up in 
her new circle of friends. 


That cold-shoulder attitude hurt the 


mother more than the initial revela- 
tion of her daughter's lesbian tenden- 
cies. "I didn't understand why she was 
shutting me out," the mother said. 


Then came a turning point, a cool 


autumn day when her daughter came 
home and tore down the wall between 
them with these words: 


"Mother, I can't forgive myself for 


what I have put you through, by being 
so cold to you. We're a part of each 
other. Anything I do good; anything 
that comes out right for me is because 
of you." And she added "I need you." 


Not once during this early period 


did the mother ever think of rejecting 
her child. Not once did she try to 
change the teenager's mind. What she 
looked for was the ability to unders- 
tand and accept something she thinks 
other parents ought to seek. 


In fact, she feels sorry for those 


parents who close their minds, and 
sometimes even their houses, to 
children who will not pattern their 
lifestyles after those of their parents. 


Her own house has been home to 


"gay people" who were turned out by 
their own parents, with no place to go. 
"I'd rather see them in my house than 
out on the streets," she said. 


"Listen to them and love them and 


try to understand them" she suggests 
to parents in similar circumstances. 


But understanding comes a bit 


easier for this mother than for some 
parents. "I've always been the kind of 
person who accepted others. 


She was raised in a compassionate 


family. Her father often befriended 
servicemen stationed near Lincoln 
with a cup of coffee, some food and 
even a cot for the night. 


She, in turn, has always reached out 


a hand to people in need. Even before 
her daughter's pronouncement, she 
bristled when co-workers downgraded 
"queers or coloreds." 


And neither mother nor daughter 


had to -cope with religious guilt 
feelings. .Their belief "that something 
all-powerful created the universe and 
that this infinite being expects me to 
be kind, honest and compassionate" 
allowed for an acceptance of 
differences. 


The mother, divorced at the time of 


her daughter's revelation, also feels 
that being single may have been a 
boon. "I had only myself to consider." 
With two parents there may be a 
strain, she feels, as one parent wants 


to accept but is afraid of offending the 
other parent. 


The mother has remarried in the 


meantime and her husband knows and 
accepts his stepdaughter even if he 
"doesn't quite understand it." 


This mother has done even more 


than understand and accept her 
daughter. She has also become a part 
of her daughter's circle of friends. 
' She has often been the only parent 
at a local church which welcomes 
homosexuals, and now and then, she 
spends an evening out with her 
daughter and friends dancing at "gay 
bars" in Omaha. She also speaks oc- 
casionally, with her daughter, before 
area groups in an effort to promote 
better understanding. 


And she feels that other parents, for 


their own and their children's sakes, 
need to "come out of the closet" with 
their children, to accept and love them 
as people. 


'I'm so tired of the word 


homosexual. We're all just homo 
sapiens," she sighed. 


Her own personal observations con-., 


tradict a few commonly-held mytns 
H 


about men and women who choose to 
love those of their own sex. 


As she watched her daughter, then a 


teenager, turn from her first group of . 
friends ("they were on drugs and 
needed her to help them") to a more 
mature circle, the mother found that 
homosexuals can be both happy and 
well-adjusted. 
, 


"They're really a happy group. They 


have chosen a certain lifestyle. They '.t 
are not petty. They understand ; 
themselves," she said of the group 
which calls themselves lesbian 
feminists. 


She also found that counseling is not ,„, 


the answer for many homosexuals. 
s 


"The counseling made her (the 
daughter) unhappy. They tried to 
change her," the mother explained^ ^

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'Listen, Please Listen' 


Joanna St. John, the heroine in Naomi 


Hintze's new suspense thriller, "Listen, 
Please Listen" (Random House) is 
haunted by her past. 


She has done all she can to erase the 


memory of the tormented teen-age years 
she spent in Red Hill, Missouri. Having 
fled her unhappy family and childhood 
home at the age of 15, she has finally 
found refuge for herself and her 12-year- 
old daughter, Becca, in a sleepy New 
England town. 


The owner of a small book shop, she 


has, with a series of fabrications, covered 
the tracks that led her there. 


Her friends knew her as Joanna — a 


woman whom they believe to be several 
years older than she really is; the widow, 
they have been told, of a Vietnam war 
victim. 


Even her closest friends do not know 


that Joanna's real name is Darlene 
Heckert; that she has never been 
married: that Becca's father deserted 
Joanna before his illegitimate daughter 
was born. 


Most important, they do not know 


about Red Hill, and the terrifyingly 
bizarre events that forced young Darlene 
to flee the town with a man she barely 
knew. 


"Poltergeist manifestations" is what 


they had called those events — stones 
falling nowhere, dishes flying from the 
shelves, fires erupting with no reason. 
And Darlene was the unwitting victim, - 
the person in whose presence they oc- 
curred. 


The people of Red Hill had believed

In the past, addiction has been thought 


of more in physiological terms in which 
the body builds a tolerance to use of a 
drug and then suffers physical difficulties 
during withdrawal, or non-use of the 
drugs, so the authors claim. 


The concept of addiction now is turning 


from the physiological to the psychic 
dependence, they explain in an article 
printed in Psychology Today. Therefore, 


if lovers demand more and more of each 
other and become more and more depen- 
dent upon each other, anguish can prevail 
(withdrawal) when the partnership 
breaks up. 


Or self-destruction can occur when the 


parties continue to stay together but do 
not help or encourage each other to grow 
and mature as happens to more stable 
persons, according to Peele and Brodsky.

Editor’s Note: Because of possible 
embarassment to her husband, the 
Lincoln mother interviewed for this 
article prefers to remain anonymous. 


Four years ago, a not-quite 15-year- 
old Lincoln girl called a meeting and 
invited her high school teachers, 
counselors, principal and mother. 
T here she announced, “I don't want to 
shock you or hurt you, but I think I 
have lesbian tendencies.” 


T he mother almost fainted. 
Since that day, this Lincoln mother 
has overcome her initial ‘‘utter dis­ 
belief.” followed by “ nausea,” and 
now understands and accepts of her 
daughter's choice of life style. Four 
years later she can proudly say, “She's 
the joy of my life." 
However there was a period of soul 
searching, of asking “What did I do 
wrong? Is there something I should

have done?” 
But the more she relived the past, 
the more she looked for self-blame, 
the more convinced she became that 
“I hadn’t done anything.” 
It was during this initial, very dif­ 
ficult period that the daughter, who 
had always been close to her mother, 
withdrew and became wrapped up in 
her new circle of friends. 
T hat cold-shoulder attitude hurt the 
mother more than the initial revela­ 
tion of her daughter’s lesbian tenden­ 
cies. “I didn’t understand why she was 
shutting me out,” the mother said. 
T hen came a turning point, a cool 
autumn day when her daughter came 
home and tore down the wall between 
them with these words: 
“ Mother, I can’t forgive myself for 
what I have put you through, by being 
so cold to you. We’re a part of each 
other Anything I do good; anything 
that comes out right for me is because 
of you." And she added “ I need you.” 


Not once during this early period 
did the mother ever think of rejecting 
her child. Not once did she try to 
change the teenager’s mind. What she 
looked for was the ability to unders­ 
tand and accept something she thinks 
other parents ought to seek. 


In fact, she feels sorry for those 
parents who close their minds, and 
sometimes even their houses, to 
children who will not pattern their 
lifestyles after those of their parents. 
Her own house has been home to 
“gay people” who were turned out by 
their own parents, with no place to go. 
“I ’d rather see them in my house than 
out on the streets,” she said. 


“ Listen to them and love them and 
try’ to understand them” she suggests 
to parents in similar circumstances. 
But understanding comes a bit 
easier for this mother than for some 
parents. “I’ve always been the kind of 
person who accepted others. 


She was raised in a compassionate 
family. Her father often befriended 
servicemen stationed near Lincoln 
with a cup of coffee, some food and 
even a cot for the night. 
She, in turn, has always reached out 
a hand to people in need. Even before 
her daughter’s pronouncement, she 
bristled when co-workers downgraded 
“queers or coloreds.” 


And neither mother nor daughter 
had to cope with religious guilt 
feelings. T heir belief “that something 
all-powerful created the universe and 
that this infinite being expects me to 
be kind, honest and compassionate” 
allowed for an acceptance of 
differences. 


T he mother, divorced at the time of 
her daughter’s revelation, also feels 
that being single may have been a 
boon. “I had only myself to consider.” 
With two parents there may be a 
strain, she feels, as one parent wants

to accept but is afraid of offending the 
other parent. 
T he mother has remarried in the 
meantime and her husband knows and 
accepts his stepdaughter even if he 
“doesn’t quite understand it.” 


T his mother has done even more 
than understand and accept her 
daughter. She has also become a part 
of her daughter’s circle of friends. 
She has often been the only parent 
at a local church which welcomes 
homosexuals, and now and then, she 
spends an evening out with her 
daughter and friends dancing at “gay 
bars” in Omaha. She also speaks oc­ 
casionally, with her daughter, before 
area groups in an effort to promote 
better understanding. 


And she feels that other parents, for 
their own and their children’s sakes, 
need to “come out of the closet” with 
their children, to accept and love them 
as people. 


‘I ’m so tired of the word 
homosexual. We’re all just homo 
sapiens,” she sighed. 
Her own personal observations con­ 
tradict a few commonly-held myths 
about men and women who choose to 
love those of their own sex. 
As she watched her daughter, then a 
teenager, turn from her first group of 
friends (“they were on drugs and 
needed her to help them ) to a more 
mature circle, the mother found that 
homosexuals can be both happy and 
well-adjusted. 
“T hey’re really a happy group. T hey 
have chosen a certain lifestyle. T hey 
are not petty. T hey understand 
themselves,” she said of the group 
which calls themselves lesbian 
feminists. 
She also found that counseling is not 
the answer for many homosexuals.

,J^ i»«ptioo in the ipring of 1973, 
the Open Door Health Center/t health 
W*5«y for low-income people, 
has been plagued with numerous ihut- 
doWn threats due to inadequate funding 
an^according to Leslie Rutherford! 
orator, the agency isn't out of the woods 
yet. 


Initially funded by the Nebraska 


Regional Medical Program and sustained 
by occasional emergency funds from the 
Crty of Lincoln, the Open Door Health 
Center currently is operating on a nine- 
mdnth budget of $17,030, provided by the 
Lincoln Foundation. 


the current budget allows $1,857 each 


month to be used for current programs, 
sa$iries for three paid positions and an 
allotment of $100 for rent. 


However, "m October we will go 


through evaluation through the Lincoln 
Community Services in hopes of getting 
funding on a more stable situation," Ms. 
Rutherford said. 


In addition, the agency recently 


received another grant of $11,000 from 
the Nebraska Regional Medical Program. 
This will be used for a Neighborhood 
Dental Screening Program to be coor- 
dinated by Dr. Earl Lampsmre, a 
representative of the Lincoln Dental 
Association. 


"The program should be operational in 


six weeks," the director noted. "And of 
the grant, $7,000 will be used for dental 


outreach workers and $4,000 will be used 
for dental supplies." 


Also, the April merger with Family Ser- 


vice Association (FSA) will help Open 
Door maintain its health services for Lin- 
corn's low-income people program. 


"Right now we are a part of the Family 


Service Association as a health com' 
ponent," Ms. Rutherford explained. 
"Now we are strictly a health service. 


"Basically, Family Service deab with 


counseling, so the two programs will 
complement each other and we can 
provide an outreach worker for Family 
Service." 


The merger with FSA has enabled 


Open Door to intensify its efforts in es- 
tablishing more community health ser- 
vice programs, such as the Maternal and 
Child Health Program which is still in the 
planning stages. 


"We are in the process of developing a 


Maternal and Child Health program for 
low income people," she said. "It will in- 
clude women from the point of pregnancy, 
and children through the age of six. 


"This program will be on a preven- 


tative plane and it will have nutrition tied 
into it. We have found a great need for 
this, especially for the very young mother 
between the ages of 16 and 20." 


The project will be coordinated by a 


LPN Vista volunteer, one of six provided 
by Lincoln Action Program, 


Future plans for the merged agencies 


also include a child guidance program for 
low income families. 


Currently, Open Door provides health 


services for 150 to 200 clients each month. 


"We don't provide medical care," she 


emphasized, "just health service." 


This includes acting as a referral agen- 


cy for low income people who need 
medical care. 


"Often people will call us for the names 


of doctors who can help them or we may 
take them (clients) to the emergency 
rooms of local hospitals and go through 
the admission process with them," she 
said. 


"But our health service should begin 


with education in health needs," she 
added. "I feel that Open Door will 
become a very viable health source of the 
community. 


"Lincoln has a number of good health 


resources, but instead of us taking people 
to the services, I would like to see the ser- 
vices come into the neighborhood. This 
could be done just by placement of an 
agency staff person at Open Door. 


"The main thrust of our program, 


which is service oriented, is advocacy for 
health care for low income people," she 
continued. "But we can be more than a 
taxi service. 


"Through educational programs we can 


be creative and innovative and we can in- 
troduce many things to the low income 
people."

Musician Lives On Pennies

Stephen Brown admits it's dif- 


ficult to live on pennies, nickels 
and dimes, but that's how he is 
usually paid. 


The 24-year-old organ grinder 


and his 2-year-old Capuchin 
monkey, Changa, found an ap- 
preciative audience at the State 
Fairgrounds. 


Old and young alike swarmed 


around the pair to hear the tunes 
of the century-old hand organ 
and watch Changa's antics. 


Brown said he bought the 1855 


organ two years ago from an an- 
tique dealer in San Francisco. 
Markings indicate it was built in 
Paris. 


"From what we've been able 


to piece together, it has only 
been out of use 10 years since it 
was built," he said. 


The Brownwood, Tex., native 


is one of only five or six organ 
grinders in the United States. 


As Brown cranks out such 


familiar tunes as "Blue Danube" 
and "Streets of Paris," Changa 
scampers up and down and 
around her master retrieving 
coins from bystanders and 
depositing them in an antique 
brass cuspidor. 


On Fisherman's Wharf in San 


Francisco, where Brown got his 
start as an organ grinder, he said 
he could work four hours a day 
and make enough money to pay 
$250-a-month rent. 


"But here in Lincoln, people 


aren't used to seeing things like 
this," he said. "A lot of people 
give us pennies and nickels and 
dimes, but it takes a long time to 


add up. "It'll take all ten days to 
make my expenses." 


Brown said he was a bit dis- 


gruntled when he had to pay a 
$100 concessionaire's fee, the 
same as people who run eating 
stands or booths. 


"Usually people pay me," he 


said. "This is the first time I've 
been charged." 


He said it took him more than 


a year to train his baby monkey. 
First he had to teach her money 
was worth something — usually 
a sunflower seed or a peanut. 


Every third or fourth coin he 


gives her a reward to keep her 
interested and working.

Makes Waves In Nebraska

Making some waves of its own in landlocked 


Nebraska is the U.S. Navy's new bluegrass, coun- 
try and pop band "Country Current." 


Performing twice daily at the State Pair, the 


seven-player group is riding the tide of a country 
western music revival white projecting a new 
Navy image at the same time. 


"When Admiral Zumwalt (former chief of 


naval operations) began modernizing the Navy, 
the bands got modernized along with it" 
declared Chief Petty Officer Bill Emerson, 
musical director of the group.

Trading the traditional tar threads for red, 


white and blue flower-patterned shirts, the group 
strums and fiddles for high school audiences and 
open air crowds at state fairs and public parks. 


Also working in the Navy's favor is female 


vocalist Tensel Parker, a WAVE for the past IS 
months. 


The 20-year-old West Virginia native, who is 


married to a former Navy man, gave up singing 
opera in college to become a first class petty of- 
ficer musician in the Navy. 


She graduated quickly from the chorus of 


"Anchors Away" to become the Navy's first and 
only female country vocalist.

Madison Dispute Hearing Settlement 


Madison (AP) — The slow- 


simmering dispute over the loca- 
tion of the Madison County 
Courthouse may be on its way 
towards settlement. 


The courthouse is now located

and files would have to stay here 
to avoid double work and to 
satisfy space requirements. 


Commissioner Paul Terry 


commented that such a branch 
office would also require one 
person from the county clerk's 
office and another from the 
assessor's, office. 


Terry asked Clerk David 


DeCamp for his thoughts on the 
proposal, and DeCamp replied 
by saying he had no actual com- 
ment, but that the proposal 
could be quite complex. 


George Moyer, a Madison at- 


torney involved in the campaign 
to keep the county seat here, 
said he is in favor of the Holt 


proposal. 


Moyer said vehicle registra- 


tion, drivers licenses and real es- 
tate taxes could be handled 
through the branch office. 


No official decision on the 


suggestion was made, and it was 
decided that another meeting to 
discuss the issue will be held in 
the near future.

Grain Bin Site Sold At Waverly 


The last government owned 


grain bin site was sold 
Wednesday at Waverly closing 
out more than 25 years of 
government involvement in 
grain storage programs in 
Nebraska. 


At one time there were 284 bin 


sites in Nebraska with more than 
12,000 buildings and an es- 
timated capacity of storing 92 
million bushel of grain. 


Harold Rademacher of the 


State Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service has 
worked with the program since 
it began in 1949. 


"I have a feeling of sadness to 


see the program phased out.i 
Over the years many millions of 
bushels of grain, mostly com 
were handled through the 
IQQEJQQ 


system. Some of it was stored 
successfully for as long as 20 
years," he said. 


The bins were built because 


there was a shortage of storage 
space for grain both on farms 
and in commercial elevators. 


Most of the 12,000 buildings 


have been sold to the farmers 
but a few went to grain dealers. 


Rademacher said the sale of 
Omaha Camper 
Parking 


the sites by the government was 
prompted by the disappearance 
of government owned grain 
stocks and the fact that farmers 
and commercial grain elevators 
had increased grain storage 
capacity.

Cannon won the second USAC 


midget car feature of the 
summer at Midwest Wednesday 
after finishing the 50-lap event 
one car length ahead of Bob 
Olivero after a restart with only 
two laps left in the race. 


Cannon, who started ninth on 


the grid, moved up to toe lead on 
the 2»th lap and held on for the 
win. But it wasn't as easy as it 
may sound. 


Cannon took the lead from 18- 


year-old Richard Powell, of 
Enid, Okla.. but Olivero, Bob 
Wente and Powell stayed close 
to Cannon and challenged 
throughout the final 20 laps of 
the main event. 


Then, on the 48th lap, Spider 


Anderson spun in the second 
turn and stalled in the middle of 
the track causing the yellow flag 
to appear and forcing a restart 
with the pack closed up. 


Olivero was right on Cannon's 


rear bumper again and on the 
final lap the two drivers nudged 
each other going into the final 
turn but Cannon held on for the 
win. 


"I really had to work for this 


one tonight," said Cannon, "I 
was getting kind of tired and 
then we had to run about five 
laps before the restart of the 
race with only two laps left. 
Needless to say I was wary of the 
situation." 


Steve, who is the younger 


brother of USAC championship 
car driver Larry Cannon is 
known for his "rim-riding" and 
Midwest offers him an oppor- 
tunity for proving his ability on 
the dirt track. 


"I like the banked track here, 


because the car steers itself 
through the tuns really well," 
said Cannon. "But Olivero also 
likes the high banks and the high 
riding through the turns so I was 
pretty cautious about what I was 
doiag." 


"When you have a rpstart like 


tonights' the pack closes up and 
the pressure is really on the 
front runner because if I had 
made a mistake I wouldn't have 
had time to get back in the 
race," Cannon commented. 


Wente, a former midget car 


champion, finished third just 
ahead of Powell, who 
experienced trouble in the 
groove he had found earlier in 
the race. 


On the 38th lap Cannon, 


Olivero, Wente and Powell ran 
into heavy traffic and had to 
force their way through the 
slower cars sometimes having to 
move the cars with less than sub- 
tle nudges. 


"This was one of the hardest 


earned wins I had," added Can- 
non, "We changed to a higher 
gear just before the feature and I 
thought it was a mistake. When I 
got into traffic coming out of the 
turns I was having trouble get- 
ting up speed again and I 
thought Olivero would be com- 


ing by me one of those times," 
concluded Cannon. 


Cannon, also won the first 


head ahead of Mel Kenyon, the 
current USAC midget car point 
leader. While Olivero won the 
second heat finishing just inches 
ahead of Wente. 


The race was promoted by Jan

ly—in the ninth inning and the

Well, the only thing that made the Big Eight tour unique

“ I really had to work for this 
one tonight,” said Cannon, “ I 
was getting kind of tired and 
then we had to run about five 
laps before the restart of the 
race wnth only two laps left. 
Needless to say I was wary of the 
situation. 
Steve, who is the younger 
brother of USAC championship 
car driver Larry Cannon is 
known for his “rim-riding" and 
Midwest offers him an oppor­ 
tunity for proving his ability on 
the dirt track. 


“ I like the banked track here, 
because the car steers itself 
through the turns really well,” 
said Cannon, “ But Olivero also 
likes the high banks and the high 
riding through the turns so I was 
pretty cautious about what I was 
doing.”

Manhattan, Kan. — I could have predicted it before I left 
Lincoln to take my first annual Big Eight Skywriters tour of 
football camps. You see, I’ve been on 12 Big Ten Skywriters 
tours. 


There were many coaching changes during that time and I 
had become convinced all football coaches are alike. Just like 
baseball managers. 


Hope springs eternal at spring training and it’s the same at 
pre-season college football camps. Everybody says the team will 
be better. The team is improved. And so on. 
Well, the only thing that made the Big Eight tour unique 
from the Big Ten jaunt was that everyone concedes the con­ 
ference title to Oklahoma. In the Big Ten it was always either 
Ohio State or Michigan, with the crown to be placed after those 
two met in either Columbus or Ann Arbor. 


The battle for second place in the Big Eight could wind up 
in a seven-way tie if you can believe most of the coaches. There 
are a few, however, who give Nebraska a slight edge for the 
runner-up spot. 


Vince Gibson, Kansas State coach, is one of those. He says 
he rated the Cornhuskers in the top five in the country in the 
United Press International’s poll and tried to vote for Oklahoma 
as No. 1. 
“ I made a statement and people have taken it out of context 
a little bit,” Gibson said. “I said I didn’t think Nebraska was in 
Oklahoma’s class. I didn’t mean it that Nebraska wasn’t a good 
football team. I think Nebraska is an outstanding football team. 
“ What I meant was I think Oklahoma’s so good physically 
that it’s hard for anybody to be in their class.” 


Here’s how Gibson explained what he meant: “ I said the 
one thing that kept Nebraska from being a super team was 
there aren’t any Johnny Rodgers or Rich Glovers there now, but 
who does have a Johnny Rodgers? You get one once every 25 
years or once in a lifetime if you’re lucky.” 


When Gibson tried to vote for the Sooners No. 1 the UPI 
called him and told him he couldn’t rate them. 
“ I told them I thought if they could play for the Big Eight 
championship they ought to be able to play for the national 
championship. I also said if everybody else didn’t agree with me 
I ’d go along with the majority feeling of the coaches.” 
Past the first two spots, Gibson said the rest of the con­ 
ference has a lot of young teams. 


“ I think last year was the senior year for the Big Eight,” 
Gibson said. “ It was a super pro prospect year. There were 51 
players from the Big Eight drafted and that’s an enormous 
amount of talent out of eight teams. There’ll be an amazing 
number make it, too.” 


Gibson thinks 1974 is going to have much younger players 
than last season, but that there probably is as much better young 
talent as has ever been in the conference. 
He said in his recruiting trips he always runs into competi­ 
tion from Big Eight schools all over the country. “That's 
because you have to have great players to compete in this 
league,” he said. “ You can’t do it with average players.

Are You Already Late? 


If you haven't started by now, you're already late. Getting 


the hunting dog in shape before the hunting season is all impor- 
tant and the guy who started last month should be right on 
schedule. 


After having been semi-dormant during the spring and 


summer months, the majority of hunting dogs are out of shape 
and quite possibly over-weight. 


If your dog fits the above moid, there are a couple things 


you'd better start doing if you plan to hunt it this fall. First, put 
the dog on a diet. Cut its daily ration of dog food and all the side 
dishes by one-half until it gets back to "playing weight." 


. Begin an exercise program to get it back in shape. The best 
way is to take walks afield with it. Don't over extend it at first 
but work into a session which would run the normal hunting day 
for you. 


Getting its feet in shape as well as its lungs is part of the 


doggy exercise program. Nothing is worse than having to carry a 
dbg through a hunting trip well away from the car after it comes 
up limping from a sore paw which could have possibly been 
avoided. 


Check Up For Dog and You 


A medical check up for the dog and for you is highly 


recommended. Get the dog its annual multi-purpose, cover- 
everything shots and rabies if it needs that too. 


After all the above is accomplished, then maybe a trip to a 


game farm or shooting preserve is in order. Get a bird or two 
shot over the dog before the season opens to reacquaint it to the 
gun. 


If you have a young pup or a stubborn oldtimer, it might be 


well to brush it up on a few of the obedience commands. You 
should have been doing this all year long, but a lot of "hunting 
men" think their dogs don't forget from fall to fall. Wrong-o! 


My hunting dog is also my house dog. She gets her brushing 


up on basics every day and sometimes even knows who is the 
boss of our companionship. 


For the hunting man with a new dog, either his first or an 


untrained pup, it is also highly recommended to do a lot of 
reading on the subject of dog training to know what a dog can 
do, what it can't do and how to get it to do what it should. There 
are numerous books available. 


If you can honestly say all the above is true for you and your 


hunting dog, I'd give you the Hunters Merit Honor for this com- 
ing fall season. 


If you said oops to some of the above, don't hesitate any 


longer.-Times awastin'. The birds are waiting. Shape up.

Begin an exercise program to get it back in sh ape. Th e best 
way is to take walks afield with it. Don ’t over exten d it at first 
but work in to a session wh ich would run th e n ormal h un tin g day 
for you. 
Gettin g its feet in sh ape as well as its lun gs is part of th e 
doggy exercise program. Noth in g is worse th an h avin g to carry a 
dog th rough a h un tin g trip well away from th e car after it comes 
up limpin g from a sore paw wh ich could h ave possibly been 
avoided. 


Check Up For Dog and You 
A medical ch eck up for th e dog an d for you is h igh ly 
recommen ded. Get th e dog its an n ual multi-purpose, cover- 
everyth in g sh ots an d rabies if it n eeds th at too. 
After all th e above is accomplish ed, th en maybe a trip to a 
game farm or sh ootin g preserve is in order. Get a bird or two 
sh ot over th e dog before th e season open s to reacquain t it to th e 
gun 


If you h ave a youn g pup or a stubborn oldtimer, it migh t be 
well to brush it up on a few of th e obedien ce comman ds. You 
sh ould h ave been doin g th is all year lon g, but a lot of "h un tin g 
men ” th in k th eir dogs don 't forget from fall to fall. Wron g-o! 


My h un tin g dog is also my h ouse dog. Sh e gets h er brush in g 
up on basics every day an d sometimes even kn ows wh o is th e 
boss of our compan ion sh ip. 
For th e h un tin g man with a n ew dog, eith er h is first or an 
un train ed pup, it is also h igh ly recommen ded to do a lot of 
readin g on th e subject of dog train in g to kn ow wh at a dog can 
do, wh at it can ’t do an d h ow to get it to do wh at it sh ould. Th ere 
are n umerous books available. 
If you can h on estly say all th e above is true for you an d your 
h un tin g dog, I'd give you th e Hun ters Merit Hon or for th is com­ 
in g fall season . 
If you said oops to some of th e above, don ’t h esitate an y 
lon ger. Times awastin ’. Th e birds are waitin g. Sh ape up

Nelson had subpoenaed Tom

DeCamp and Insurance Director 
James Jackson. 
Bill Hoppner. administrative 
assistant to the governor, said 
the governor would not attend 
the meeting. 
DeCamp said. “ I don’t see 
how the thing can be held 
without the governor.” 
Development Investment 
Pioneer Insurance ran into 
financial trouble by investing 
heavily in a California land 
development called Lake 
California. 
Last 
Novem ber, 
the 
stockholders of Pioneer gave 
control of the company to 
Jackson after state insurance in­ 
vestigators began to discover the 
company’s financial problems. 
DeCamp and Schmit asked for 
an investigation of the state’s 
handling of the company. 
Instead, Exon suggested the 
meeting. 
DeCamp became more 
specific Wednesday about his 
charges against Pioneer and the 
State Insurance Department. 
Statement Misleading 
He said a statement issued by 
Jackson showing Pioneer profits 
of $217,000 for the first half of 
the fiscal year was misleading. 
DeCamp said the company is 
claiming as ineome $337,000 that 
should not be counted because it 
is interest earned on bad debts. 
DeCamp said an insurance 
company is required by law to 
secure loans with first mortgages 
on property. He said Pioneer has 
lower priority mortgages in 
California and the Insurance 
Department knew about it. 
He also charged that the In­ 
surance Department was telling 
policyholders everything was 
fine and encouraging them to 
continue payments to the 
troubled company when it had 
an 
obligation 
to warn 
policyholders. 
Value Much Lower 
He said the value of the 
California property is much 
lower than the Insurance 
Department claims. Jackson has 
said an appraiser has placed the 
value of the project at more than 
$12 million. DeCamp and Schmit 
claim it is almost worthless. 
Exon’s letter to DeCamp calls 
upon the attorney general or his 
representative to attend the 


meeting Schmit invited State 
Sen. Fred Carstens of Beatrice, 
chairman of the Legislature’s 
Banking Committee, to attend. 
Schmit earlier invited Lan­ 
caster County Atty. Paul 
Douglas. 
DeCamp said he also wanted 
Jackson and Norman Krivosha 
to testify at the meeting. 
Krivosha is counsel to the gover­ 
nor and an attorney for Pioneer 
Insurance. 
Krivosha says the two 
positions do not constitute a con­ 
flict of interest. 
Berliner Invited 
Schmit and DeCamp were 
trying late Wednesday to arrange 
for Harold Berliner, special 
counsel for Tehama County, 
Calif., to come to the Friday 
meeting. Berliner has named 
Pioneer as a defendant in a 
fraud suit. 
DeCamp said Berliner tried, 
unsuccessfully, as early as last 
year, to force the Nebraska 
Department of Insurance to 
recognize the seriousness of 
Pioneer’s problems at Lake 
California. 
DeCamp released a series of 


letters that he said pointed up 
the conflict of interest between) 
the state’s role as administrator 
of Pioneer and protector of 
policyholders. 
Alliance attorney William 
Heim wrote to the Insurance 
Department this spring on 
behalt of his wife who owns a 
Pioneer Insurance policy. 
Hugh Alexander, an attorney

By BOB GUENTHER 
Star Staff Writer 
The Legislature’s Executive 
Board Wednesday approved a 
budget request seeking roughly a 
10% hike in the Legislature’s 
budget for fiscal 1975-76. 
The budget request, which 
must be adopted by the full 
Legislature, totals $2 9 million, 
which is almost completely sup­ 
ported by sales and income 
taxes. The Legislature’s fiscal 
1974-75 budget is $2.7 million. 
If adopted, the budget would 
require a 3% income tax hike 
and an increase of 1% in the 
sales tax. The income tax rate is 
now 11% and the sales tax rate is 
2.5%. 


Would Fund 174 Positions 
The proposed budget would 
fund 174 full-time positions, 
compared to the 168 jobs now on 
the payroll. 
In other action, the board 
authorized Atty. Gen. Clarence 
A. H Meyer to represent ten 
state senators named in a law­ 
suit challenging a petition drive 
which put a $155 million state 
aid to schools law before the 
voters in November.

The Dow Jones average of 30 
industrials virtually matched its 
15.25 drop of Tuesday with a loss 
of 15.33 to 648.00. 
The w idely recognized 
average, which now has fallen 
149.56 in the last four weeks, has 
closed lower only twice since 
1962 — on May 25 and 26, 1970, 
when it was in the process of 
reaching a closing bottom of 
631.16 for the 1969-70 bear 
market. 
Losers swamped gainers 1,333 
to 187 among the 1,814 issues 
traded on the New York Stock 
Exchange. 
Big Board volume reached 
16.93 million shares, its heaviest 
total in nearly two months. 
The NYSE’s composite index 
of all its listed common stocks 
fell .97 to 35.93. 
The selling was heaviest at the 
outset in what brokers described 
as an expression of disappoint­ 
ment among many investors that 
last Friday’s strong technical ral­ 
ly had dissipated so quickly 
when trading resumed Tuesday 
after the long Labor Day 
weekend. 
Analysts also noted fading 
hopes for a letup in tight-money 
pressures with Treasury-bill 
rates climbing again after a 
downturn late last week. 
As the session wore on, prices 
made a couple of gestures at a 
new technical rebound. Neither 
one lasted long, although the se­ 
cond, late in the session, brought 
the Dow back from a deficit of 
more than 20 points at 2 p.m. 
Magnavox, the Big Board 
volume leader was off 
to 8 in 
trading that included a 161.800- 
share block at that price. 
Big-name growth stocks oc­ 
cupied a prominent place on the 
active list amid continuing 
selling pressure on many of 
them. 
McDonald’s was down 23/s at 
30U; Eastman Kodak lost 2% to 
75%; IBM fell 3% to 180 on top 
of an 812-point loss Tuesday, and 
Xerox was down 3 at 77%. 
Polaroid, resisting the trend, 
inched up % to 20%.

Chilean Military 
To Retain Power 
SANTIAGO, Chile (AP) - 


Gen. 
Augusta Pinochet, chief of 


the military junta which 
overthrew Marxist President 
Salvador Allende almost a year 
ago, 
ruled out Wednesday a 


return soon to civilian rule in 
Chile. 


"When we accomplish our 


objectives," Pinochet told a 
crowded news conference in the 
junta's tightly guarded 
headquarters, "we will call clean 
elections and will turn over 
power to whoever wins the 
majority. 


"But 
in the meantime, these 


objectives have to be ac- 
complished and they have no 
time limit. I said this the first 
day and I say it now." 


There have been indications 


from government officials that 


Pinochet will announce a com 
prehensive 10-year plan encom 
passing a range of economic and 
social reforms in a scheduled ad 
dress Sept. 11, the first anniver 
sary of the coup. 


But Pinochet, refusing to be 


tied down to any time limit, salt 
such a project "could take 20 
years or maybe five." 


In Geneva, the International 


Jurists Commission urged the 
Chilean junta to halt executions, 
end summary military justice 
and speed the release of political 
prisoners to head the nation 
back 
toward "normal 


democratic government." 


The commission based its 


10,000-word report on a fact- 
finding tour of Chile by three 
prominent 
commission 


members last April.

Chilean Military 
To Retain Power 
SANTIAGO, Chile (AP) - 
Gen. Augusto Pinochet, chief of 
the m ilitary junta which 
overthrew Marxist President 
Salvador Allende almost a year 
ago, ruled out Wednesday a 
return soon to civilian rule in 
Chile. 
“When we accomplish our 
objectives,” Pinochet told a 
crowded news conference in the 
ju n ta ’s tightly guarded 
headquarters, “we will call clean 
elections and will turn over 
power to whoever wins the 
majority. 
“But in the meantime, these 
objectives have to be ac­ 
complished and they have no 
time limit. I said this the first 
day and I say it now.” 
There have been indications 
from government officials that 


Pinochet will announce a com 
prehensive 10-year plan encom 
passing a range of economic and 
social reforms in a scheduled ad 
dress Sept. 11, the first anniver­ 
sary of the coup. 
But Pinochet, refusing to be 
tied down to any time limit, saic 
such a project “could take 20 
years or maybe five.” 
In Geneva, the International 
Jurists Commission urged the 
Chilean junta to halt executions, 
end summary military justice 
and speed the release of political 
prisoners to head the nation 
back 
toward 
“ norma 
democratic government.” 
The commission based its 
10.000-word report on a fact­ 
finding tour of Chile by three 
prom inent 
commission 
members last April.
